These dan- 
gerous elements arc to be found in groups under diller^nt 
names, but in the large^sense they are all aiming at one llhing, 
(he supplanting of our government wilh a hodgepQdge.of;isms 
dangerous, and even deadly, to such institutions as the people 
of lliis.country have'enjoyed since ihe founding of the re- 
public, and which they are not yet ready to surrender. 


But if these are not (6 be surrendered they must be de- 


fen'ded, and the defense must be conducted in no hal.f-licariccl 
way. The work must be.unyielding and thoro'u'gh.

be made plain from the beginning that'there is to be no boys' 
play and that there is no room here for men or women whose 
doctrines and conduct arc inimical fertile peace and safety of 
(he country. 


Some time ago the government resolved (o deport such per- 


sons as were foiind to be working against its interests in un- 
derhanded-and dangerous ways, and the course decided upon 
was proper. Many foreigners have been sent from 'our shores 
and there will be more to follow if the government does not 
grow faint in the good work that it has undertaken. 
But 


already there are signs of weakening in certain quarters. Sec- 


• retary of Labor VVilspn has ruled that membership in 
the 


Communist Labor Parly is not in itself snlllclent cause for 
deportation. 
He.admits that (lie doctrines of the parly are 


very, radical, but claims'there is nothing to indicate an inten- 
tion-to resorl to force,;and Says that in the absence of such in- 
tent the-members are entitled to slay here and continue to 
prbtjiulgate their nefarious doctrines. 


The Department of Justice deplores this decision, and well 


it may. 
It is polnted'oul 'that while there are certain differ- 


ences between the Communist and Communist Labor parties, 
they stand-.substantially' for the same thing, which Is the de- 
thronement of constitutional government and replacing i t

with the "dictatorship of tlie proletariat" or whatever else it 
may be called!.

escape the risk'of deportation by merely enlisting under the I 
banner of the .Communist Labor parly."

There should be no trouble 
in sifting out the. dangerous elements, and there will be none 
so long as there!is a purpose (a face the situation squarely and 
go to the bottom of if. It is to be hoped that the government 
will not permit* its wise program to be sidetracked by hair- 
splitting theories, bu( (ha(jt\vjlj press forward until it is dis- 
tindtly understood1 lliat plotters' agaiivsV'frie p'\Yblic Wety-will 
be dealt with according to their deserts, and that without 
quibbling or unnecessary delay.
